Urban Renewal 
Reveals Weakness 
of Assessments 


What the federal government 


pays for property in the con- 
demnation proceedings now 
going on in Hope is a public 
record. And we are printing it. 


Also on public record at the 


courthouse is the dollar figure at 
which each of these condemned 
properties is assessed for local 
tax purposes. And we are 
printing this also. 


The state government, which 


requires all counties to assess 
property at not less than 18 per 
cent of its true value or face 
reduction in its share of state 
turnback funds, says Hempstead 
is assessed above 18 per cent. 


But our first returns on urban 


renewal property, published 
today, 
show 
an 
assessing 


average of only 9 per cent. 


If this is true of city property, 


the 
highest 
rung 
on 
the 


assessment stepladder, I leave it 
to your imagination what the 
real figure is for the whole 
county. 


Contrary 
to 
what 
some 


property owners think, I am not 
a high tax advocate. The only 
purpose behind our generation- 
long fight for honest assessments 
is tax justice. High assessments 
mean a low millage figure. If the 
assessment law were vigorously 
enforced today's millage would 
be drastically reduced. 


My educated guess is that the 


upcoming figures from the 
federal condemnations will show 
residential property assessed 
more fairly than commercial 
property. 


I am not a promoter of urban 


renewal—in fact I am opposed to 
it, but after several editorial 
attacks failed to rally protests 
from the public I have let it ride. 


But urban renewal does offer a 


golden opportunity to get at the 
facts of Arkansas' wretched 
voluntary assessment system. - 
And we are printing them. 


Our own figures have been 


published on several occasions. 
The Star Building following its 
reconstruction in 1955 was on our 
books for $40,000, and I turned in 
an assessment of $8,070—20.1 per 
cent. 


Our printing plant—personal 


property—is assessed at $10,060, 
a small fraction of what it cost; 
and yet it was at the time of filing 
the fourth largest personal 
property assessment in the 
county. 


I should warn you that unless 


we do something 
about low 


assessments on real property big 
trouble is headed our way from 
Washington. 
The 
heavily- 


assessed Eastern states are 
crying for federal relief of 
property owners and such bills 
are already in the Congress. 


These bills would propose pro- 


rata relief for property owners in 
all the states—but you can ex- 
pect at the same time a federal 
examination of what Arkansas 
property owners are actually 
paying... and we will get the tax 
relief axe ... all of us.

Urban Renewal property pur- 


chases, of which the first three were 
made 
this 
month, 
show 
tax 


assessments running on the average of 
9 per cent of market value. 


State law requires a 20 per cent 


assessment, but an l£ percent level is 
acceptable, according to the Hemp- 
stead County Tax Assessor's office. 


The state government has certified 


Hempstead county as being assessed 
above the minimum 18 per cent. 


The first purchase by the Housing 


Authority involved the property of 
Mrs. Ida J. Sims at 112 West 6th Street. 
The property is being renovated and 
will be used as a project site office by 
the 
housing 
relocation 
and 


rehabilitation state. 


Mrs. Sims received $6,000 for her 


property which is assessed on the 
Hempstead County tax books at |850 or 
14 per cent of the amount received. 


The Housing Authority paid $6,950

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


Edmund Muskie, who let o»ie of 
the biggest head starts In the 
history of presidential politics 
get away from him, announced 
today he will stop running but 
isn't giving up hopes for the 
Democratic nomination. 


The Maine senator, who had 


been a clear-cut frontrunner for 
two years, said he was with- 
drawing from future primaries. 
He cited lack of funds. 


Muskie said he was with- 


drawing with regret but had no 
choice. "I do not have the mon- 
ey to continue," he said. 


"However, I do not withdraw 


my candidacy," Muskie said, 
reminding that his name would 
be on the ballot in several pri- 
mary states. 


But Muskie said he would not 


hold his supporters 
in those 


states to stick by him in the fu- 
ture months leading up to the 
July 10 Democratic 
National 


Convention. 


People already committed to 


support him in primaries and 
state conventions "should feel 
free 
to reasses their com- 


mitments," he said. 


Muskie, who has described 


himself as "everybody's second 
choice," apparently switched to 
a strategy that would make 
him a compromise candidate at 
the convention in the event of a 
deadlock. 


Apparently Muskie intends to 


hold on to the 128% delegate 
votes he has won in the early 
primaries and in state-level 
caucuses and conventions. With 
his name remaining on the bal- 
lot, he stands a chance of add- 
ing to this strength even with- 
out active campaigning. 
*> Muskie had been the front- 
runner in delegate strength, de- 
spite his primary setbacks, un- 
til 
Tuesday 
when 
George 


McGovern beat him in Mas- 
sachusetts and Hubert Humph- 
rey upset him in Pennsylvania 
where he had been the choice 
of Gov. Milton Shapp. 


McGovern now almost dou- 


bles Muskie in delegates with 
235% and Humphrey is closing 
with 80. George Wallace has 77.

vasion and commence the with 
drawal of North Vietnamese 
troops from South Vietnam." 


Porter warned, however that 


unless the Communists discuss 
the invasion and other related 
questions, the United States 
will break off the talks. 


'"Hie world is waiting," he 


told Thuy, "to hear how you re- 
concile this Invasion ... with 
your protestations of good will 
and of n desire to seek peace nl 
this Uible ... 


"The question for you to an- 


swer today is whether you are 
prepared, as a first item of 
business, to discuss measures 
which will put an end to this 
invasion." 


Porter added: 
"I proposed specifically that 


you agree to end your invasion 
and commence the withdrawal 
of 
North Vietnamese 
troops 


from South Vietnam. Obviously, 
if concrete progress on that 
score can be achieved, there 
could be a corresponding reduc- 
tion in ... oxir retaliatory re- 
sponse to that invasion." 


Porter 
warned the North 


Vietnamese: "U will not be 
practical to hold meetings if 
you continue to refuse to deal 
with the substance of both the 
present invasion and general 
problems of peace, including 
prisoners 
of war 
and

missing in action ...." 


Hanoi has contended the U.S.

Corp. makes him unfit for the 
Cabinet post. 


The committee approved the

The deficit was so bad last 


year 
that 
President 
Nixon 


launched a new economic pol- 
icy and suspended the nation's 
pledge to convert dollars into 
gold 


For the last several months, 


the administration has blamed 
the large deficits on distortions 
caused by a lingering dock 
strike 
But the March deficit 


was recorded after the strike 
was over. 


The administration expects 


the deficit to linger for several 
months but anticipates gradual 
improvements and even a 
"fighting chance" of a small 
1972 
surplus, the department 


said. 


On Capitol Hill, the House 


Ways and Means Committee 
may open hearings on protec- 


tive trade legislation because of 
mounting complaints that U.S. 
industries are suffering from 
foreign competition. 


Chairman Wilbur 
D. Mills 


said in an interview. "Some- 
thing has to be done. Too many 
companies are saying they are 
being driven to the wall." 


Mills has generally preferred 


voluntary agreements to more- 
stringent protective measures 
such as import quotas. Treas- 
ury Secretary John B. Connally 
has said the administration op- 
poses strict protectionist legis- 
lation. 


The United States was accus- 


tomed to big trade surpluses 
until the situation worsened in 


1971.

Q. I have been employed as a

A. Cash tips are covered by 


social security and reportable if 
they amount to $20 or more in a 
month with one employer. If 
your tips amount to $20 or more 
in a month, you must give your 
employer a written report of the 
amount of your tips within ten 
days after the month in which 
you receive them.

NEW YORK (AP) - If J. B. 


Fuqua has his way another 
grand old American tradition 
will fade into the past. 


The annual shareholder meet- 


ing, he says, has ceased to 
function. In many companies it 
is now only a ritual. 


J. B., who heads Fuqua In- 


dustries, Inc., a $400 million-a- 
year 
company 
with 
15,000 


shareholders in all 50 states 
and many foreign countries, 
held its annual meeting in At- 
lanta, Ga., this month. Eleven 
outside stockholders showed. 


There was no reason for any- 


one to bother coming, he says. 
There was nothing to be done 
at the meeting that hadn't been 
settled in advance. There was 
no way their vote could have 
affected proceedings. 


"If 
people 
attend 
annual 


meetings at all these days," he 
maintains, "they 
do so as 


spectators. They have already 
voted by proxy. And if they had 
any knowledge at all they'd 
know their vote at the meeting 
is futile." 


He concedes that in the old 


days the annual affair did have 
meaning. "Stockholders 
typi- 


cally lived in the community 
where the business was located 
and could attend stockholder 
meeting* in person," he wrote 
in the annual meeting notice. 


"There is nothing inherently 


democratic in an American cor- 
poration," he explained. "It is 
sheer economic power. There is 
nothing done at a meeting un- 
less somebody shows up with a 
majority of votes in hand." 


In a democracy, he contin- 


ued, each man has one vote. In 
a corporation, voting power is 
determined by wealth, in the 
form of shares. 


Why, then, did J. B. Fuqua,

Little Rock and 
Fort Smith are in Region One, 
which receives top payments. 


The vote to ask the federal 


government to standardize

payments was 64-11. There was 
no heated debate on the issue. 


The society followed a recom- 


mendation by its 
Reference 


Committee in voting for a 
single region. The committee's 
report said the "goverment 
should compensate a taxpayer 
for his or her medical expenses 
equally, whether they live in a 


large metropolitan area or a 
small rural area." 


The report said medicare 


payments should be standard- 
ized to encourage physicians to 
practice in rural areas. 


The society also voted to ask 


Go v. Dale Bumpers and the 
legislature to establish a two- 
year associate nurses degree 
program in every college and 
university in the state.

counties society resolution to 
ask the American Medical As- 
sociation to require all medical 
graduates to engage in family 
practice for two years before 
entering specialized fields.
